Bright-flowering spring bulbs waken the gardener to the realization that the season is changing 
again and another glorious round of bloom is ahead. There is not a garden too small for at least a 
few bulbs, and after their bloom is over, annuals may be planted to take their place. Hyacinths, 
Tulips, and Narcissus are perhaps the most spectacular and best known of the spring bulbs but the 
smaller ones like Snowdrops, Scillas, and Fritillaria also deserve a place. 





Pictured here are samples of the 
great Tulip and Narcissus families. The 
Species, the Trumpet, and then the 
smaller-cupped Narcissus create beau- 
tiful garden effects for several weeks in 
the spring. They should be used gen- 
erously in borders, beds, and scattered 
informally under shrubs, trees, and at 
the edge of woodlands where they can 
be allowed to spread at will. The gor- 
geous big cups of the Tulips appear in 
April and May and are excellent for 
cutting as well as outdoor bloom. Plant 
these bulbs with a free hand.

CULTURAL DIRECTIONS FOR HYACINTHS: 


Outdoor Culture. Plant in October and November, in 
good, well-drained garden soil. Plant bulbs so that the top 
will be 3 to 4 inches below the surface and 6 to 8 inches 
apart. After the ground has frozen, cover with litter, 
leaves, or manure, to protect them from frost; this should be 
removed in the spring when danger from hard frost is past. 


Pot Culture. Plant any time from September to De- 
cember, using a 4- or 5-inch pot for single bulbs or several 
bulbs may be planted in a larger pot or bulb pan. After 
planting, water well and put in a cool, dark, airy place until 
well rooted, after which remove to a cool room and [ater to 
a warmer room. 

As there is a slight variation as to time of blooming of the 
various sorts, we have indicated their relative time of 
‘flowering by letters following the name of the variety, the 
A’s being the earliest, the D’s the latest.

FRENCH ROMAN HYACINTHS 


French Roman Hyacinths afford a continuous supply of 
bloom from early winter until Jate in spring if planted in 
succession. They are very f agrant. 


Easily grown in pots or pans, and if bulbs are potted in 
September, the pots plunged in the open ground for a 
month, until well rooted, and then brought in the house, 
they can be had in flower in November or December, and a 
continuous supply of flowers may be had by bringing in a 
few pots or pans at intervals of about 2 weeks. The bulbs 
should be planted quite close together; a 6-inch pot or pan 
will be sufficiently large for six bulbs. They are not hardy 
and are not suitable for outdoor planting.

HARDY LILIES 


Lilies may be planted either in the fall or early spring. 


Lilium candidum (Madonna Lily), however, must 
be planted in early autumn, preferably August and Sep- 
tember, as these make root or leaf-growth in the fall. 


All Lilies require good drainage and the best soil is a 
fibrous loam, mixed with sand and Jeaf-mould. 


Donot use fertilizers for Lilies, but cover the groundin 
the fall with a liberal mulch of granulated peat moss. 


_ The native Lilies are planted from 5 to 6 inches deep 
in a sunny woodland situation. Splendid in the peren- 
nial border. 


An _ application of Semesan before planting is | 
effective in_ preventing rotor fungous diseases. Mix 
1 ounce of Semesan in 3 gallons of water and soak bulbs 
in solution for 20 minutes. 


Do not be disappointed if the bulb fails to show 
growth the first year, as some native sorts remain dor- 
mant for a year, and burst out strongly the next season.
